FIRE WARDS REPOR 


During the past year there have been burned: Dwelling 
houses belonging to L. A. & C. E. Fairbanks and to Louis 
Cabot, and barns belonging to C. F. Knight & Son and to 
Ernest F. Henderson. In addition, the fire wards and the Vol- 
unteer Fire Company have been called to one chimney fire and 
six brush fires during the year. 

The sum of $100, given by the town to the Dublin Volunteer 
Fire Company, was used to aid in the purchase of fire apparatus, 
the remainder of the purchase money being furnished by the 
company. | 

Aside from the large extinguisher, acid and soda owned by 
the town, the company has ready for use two dozen three-gallon 
extinguishers, axes, ladders, rope, ladder-hooks, roof-brackets, 
pole-hook, foot-pumps, and six dozen pails. 

The fire ward believes that never is a minute of greater value 
than during the early stages of a fire. He therefore respectfully 
urges every citizen to notify the Central Telephone office at 
Dublin, at the earliest possible moment, of any fire seen or 
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heard of by him. ‘Those living on high land, with a wide out- 
look, will be of great aid, if they will, especially in dry weather, 
glance over the country from time to time. Many brush fires 
will thus be discovered and put out before much harm is done.

MOTH WARDEN’S REPORT. 


The work began Dec. 1, 1911. Working westward from the 
Peterboro line, all the cleared lands and all the woods were cov- 
ered for about two miles. As the higher land was reached, 
where evergreens were found with the hard wood, so few moths 
were found that most of the work was done in the forests con- 
taining oaks, cherries, maples and birches; the evergreen for- 
ests being covered or scouted in part only. From the village 
to the Marlboro line, very few nests were found; and west of 
the lake, in many places where last year forty or fifty nests were 
found, the trees this year were entirely free from nests. 

In all parts of the town conditions in orchards and cleared 
lands were much improved over last year. 

The work was finished Feb. 12, 1912, after 18,600 nests were 
destroyed, the total expense being $696.88. Last year more 
than 35,000 nests were found.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN 
OF DUBLIN. 


We respectfully submit to the Dublin School District the 
ninetieth annual report of our schools. Nos. 3 and 5 have had 
the usual amount of 36 weeks of school. No. 2 began school 
February 27 in order to make up the two weeks lost on account 
of scarlet fever last year, giving 15 weeks to the spring term. 
The fall term, however, was interrupted by the advent of whoop- 
ing cough which closed the school for six weeks, making 33 
weeks for the year, which is a difference of five weeks for the 
two years, a portion of which an effort will be made to make up 
the present winter. 


A somewhat similar situation was encountered at No. 1, the 
school being closed from the same cause for two weeks. The 
resignation of Miss Philbrick at the close of the spring term in 
No. 5 made necessary a change of teachers. Miss Bertha 
Littlefield was engaged, but through ill health was unable to 
teach through the term. Miss Mae Dutton of the Keene 
Normal school finished the term with entire satisfaction, and at 
the close returned to Keene to finish her course, necessitating 
still another change of teachers, Mr. Alvin W, Coolidge of East 
Jaffrey being secured to teach the winter term. While this 
school went through the term, the attendance and work of the 
school was seriously affected by the same cause which closed 
the other schools, this together with several cases of hard colds, 
helped to contribute to a lack of interest. A new floor was laid 
at this schoolhouse. 


The Supervisory District remains the same as last year with 
Mr. H. H. Pratt as Superintendent. 


We submit the following estimate of amount of money which 
will be required by law for the payment of statutory obligations 
of the district.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE Boarp oF EpucaTIon, DuBLin, N. H.:— Here- 
with is handed you my fourth report on the condition of schools 
in your district. This report has not so much of advance to re- 
late as have former ones: in fact, in spite of our continued best 
efforts to make our schools better year by year, we have ex- 
perienced some drawbacks in our schools this year. This state- 
ment is not designed to be discouraging but is one which ought 
to be made to people who are seriously thinking on the welfare 
of our schools. It is not always well to ignore poor conditions 
in a desire to present only the best, regardless of the proportion 
it bears to the whole story. We are making steady progress in. 
many ways; our schools have done unusually good work in 
certain quarters. But it has not all been progress and it seems 
a good time to look certain conditions squarely in the face which 
are likely to play a part in causing hindrance to progress. 


Among these poorer class of things to be reported this year 
is the diminished quantity and quality of the work in drawing, 
due to the lack of a special teacher in that subject. Hitherto 
we have been fortunate in arranging with the drawing teacher 
of Peterboro and adjoining towns to teach in Dublin. This year 
owing to our inability to see our way clear to a satisfactory 
agreement with the present teacher in Peterboro, who was also 
our last supervisor, upon the question of salary, we are deficient 
in that subject. But right here I would point out a real diff- 
culty under which we are laboring in school work, viz., the repu- 
tation which Dublin has for wealth and the consequent dispo- 
sition to feel that we should pay more for the same service than 
otherwise would be the case. Of course, the trip is a hard one 
and the distances separating our schools within the town render 
the day’s work strenuous, if a teacher is expected to give an 
hour’s lesson in each school—and this is the least that can be 
arranged with profit. On the other hand the transportation 
charges of the teacher, in addition to any reasonable salary, im- 
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pose a heavy burden on the district, and we have no disposition 
to increase that burden by paying more than services are actual- 
ly worth to us. 


But in spite of the lack of a special teacher the work in draw- 
ing has gone on. The superintendent has given what ideas 
he could, but of course we seriously feel the lack of the inspira- 
tion and ideas which only a trained teacher of drawing can give. 


Another unfortunate set of conditions have surrounded No. 
5 school. Our first teacher being taken ill in the middle of the 
fall term—a time when it is almost impossible to get competent 
teachers—made it necessary to employ a substitute. An un- 
usually competent young lady, Miss Mae Dutton, was sent us 
from the Normal school at Keene. But of course we were un- 
able to keep her away from her studies for many weeks, so the sec- 
ond term witnessed another change of teachers. Without implying 
the least incompetency on the part of any teacher, it can be 
said that frequent changes of teachers retard the work of any 
school. No teacher, however skillful, can do her best work 
until she knows the tastes and talents of her pupils, their homes 
and the neighborhood. When teachers change frequently or 
every year, the school suffers a loss. One of the reasons for 
the progress of the village school is extended service of the 
same teacher. 


In this problem of securing and holding the best teachers is 
glimpsed a deeper problem which we must look at squarely. It 
is one of the inevitable conditions of school work in Dublin. 
This is the difficulty of finding boarding places for our teachers 
in the further schools. This is a variable condition and is felt 
more some years than others Some schools are remote from 
these conveniences (I speak especially of Nos. 5 and 3). 


In cases where it is necessary to maintain schools in places 
at a distance from suitable boarding places, proper transporta- 
tion ought to be provided for teachers at the expense of the 
district. This is not because modern teachers are unwilling to 
walk; it is that they often feel timid about walking to and from 
distant boarding places through unfrequented roads and as a 
protection against severe weather conditions. It is to avoid 
waste of time and energy. 


Among other unfavorable conditions under which we are 
struggling, are those which cause such a large percentage of 
absences and tardinesses in our schools. These are not due 
to willful truancy. They are traceable in part to the distances 
which many pupils live from the school; partly to the parent’s 
need of the child out of school hours; partly to severe winter 
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weather; partly to various other causes. However, the educa- 
tion of each pupil in Dublin is rendered proportionally expen- 
sive by it. Sometimes this year there has been but one pupil 
in attendance during the day in some schools. When we divide 
the cost of schools in the district by the number of pupils who 
are in average attendance, the average cost per pupil of educa- 
tion is high. It is shown by the following table. 

The figures for the present year are not available at this 
time but the figures for a year ago will serve for a starting line.

If 2 more pupils had attended every day, the per cent. of 
attendance would have been raised to go, and the net cost per 
pupil reduced to $70.48, a direct profit to the child of $3.30 
worth of education. 


If the per cent. of attendance had been 93, a not at all unusual 
per cent. in this state, the average attendance would have been 
46.30 with a corresponding cost per pupil of $68.15. 


Weare therefore losing, on each pupil registered in the schools, 
a net annual sum of $5.63 more than there seems any reason- 
able excuse for setting the reasonable attendance at 93 per cent. 
As shown by this table there were seven pupils, on the average, 
absent from these four schools in Dublin, during the year end- 
ing Feb. 15, 1911, for whose education the district was paying 
and which were not receiving that education. This is the finan- 
cial side of the absences from our schools and it would seem 
desirable for every parent, taxpayer, and school official to unite 
in more persistent efforts to have every child in school every 
possible day. 

It would ill become anyone reporting on the standing of our 


schools to omit mention and the expression of gratitude to the 
efforts made by our citizens in aid of the schools. Many gifts 
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of value; many acts of extreme helpfulness; many little en- 
couragements by the way have been experienced during the 
year and we are all more grateful for these things than we can 
express. 


It is trusted that in the above candid statement of affairs it 
will not be thought that any blame is intentionally laid upon 
any; our only wish is that real conditions may be openly and 
intelligently faced. No one pavty can rectify these conditions; 
perhaps all parties may not alter some of them. But the esti- 
mate of the value of the work of our schools must take all these
